DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicant's amendments, filed 2 April 2009 and 26 January 2009, have been 
received and entered into the record, respectfully and carefully considered. 

2. As a result of the amendment, claims 8, 9, 1 1 -1 5, 1 9-21 and 27 have been 
amended. Claims 1-7, 10, 17-18 and 22-26 are canceled. Claim 29 is withdrawn from 
consideration since it is a non-elected claim without traverse [see Applicant's response 
to Election/Restriction Requirement 10/01/2007 and Final Rejection 12/12/2007]. No 
new claims have been added. Therefore, claims 8-9, 11-16, 19-21 and 27-28 have 
been examined. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on 26 January 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of any patent granted on pending reference U.S. Application No. 1 1/747,781 and
